WASHINGTON, July IO.— The in­ 
terstate commerce commission today 
settled the long dispute as to rates 
on grain and grain products between 
Chicago, 
Minneapolis, 
Duluth and 
other centers. 
The decision holds: 
T hat the proportional rate of ten 
cents a hundred 
pounds on wheat 
from Minneapolis to Chicago is n eith­ 
er unreasonable nor unjustly discrim ­ 
inatory. 
That the arrangem ent under which 
Minneapolis pays 25 cents on. flour 
to the east, while Chicago m ust pay 
ten cents more than Minneapolis for 
wheat is unjustly discriminatory. 
The commission also held th at the 
m illing-in-transit privilege was 
es­ 
tablished to give the miller the bene­ 
fit of through grain rates and if riv­ 
al mills may procure wheat from the 
same producing points at the sam e 
through rate, the principle is satis­ 
fied. 
The one miller should not ex­ 
pect to enter another milling point 
and reship the raw’ m aterial 
there 
found to his own mill on an equality 
with the miller by whom the raw 
material has been accum ulated, was 
asserted by the commission. 
The case settled today was brought 
by the Chicago board of trade against 
the Chicago & Alton railroad and 
Omaha, Duluth, Minneapolis and oth­ 
er cities intervened.
